Residential building land is selling for more than £1 million an acre in the 
Oxford area, and for well over half that sum in other parts of the south 
midlands. The surge in demand and price, caused by the M40 extension and 
pressures from the south east, has not faltered over the past few years and 
shows no signs of abating. 


At the game time there are few indications that large areas are likely to be 
released for development and so there is a considerable premium upon land 
which has been zoned for development. Generally this is within or on the edge 
of existing towns and villages. 


Your Parish Council have zrecently sold approximately 4 acres of zoned land at 
the Windmill Centre, which should therefore have a gross value of around £4. 
million,

Lend ae oliee costs by a Local Authority such as the Parish Council are governed 
by the value placed on the land by the District. Valuer, and, similarly, land 
sale receipts as a result of sale by a Local Authority are similarly controlled. 


The agreement to sell land to es Developments dates back to 1985, and is, 
to a certain cxtent, indexed to the cost of building land in this area. The 
prices have been peeotiated by the District Valuer, on behalf of the Parish 
Council, as have the terms of sale by the Parish Council, and dealings have 
been sont ined on thas basis. 


The Parish bought the old school site from the OCC, and then an agreement was 
made to construct the new Vindmill Centre in exchanze for part of the site, 
which is what has been known as Phase 1. this involved the Parish Council in 

a loan from the CDC, come £52000 of which remains and is a charge upon the rates 
at the moment, in fact the major part of the Parish Rate.

Phase 2, which is currently under way, involves the construction of the playing 
field, which was purchased from its previous owner by Rockwell Developments, 
and when completed, its exchange for the existing playing field development, 

the differences in value of the two fields being negotiated by the District 
Valuer. 

Some of the work involved in the construction of the playing field was included 
in the original contract, and some has been found necessary since then, and is 
an extra, for which there will be a deduction from the final settlement. 


I would point out to li Reed that no building land has changed hands around 
here at the price he has mentioned, and the figures are little more than a 
figment of his imagination. 
There will be a statement of accounts when all is done and settled, but that 
is not possible at the moment. There is a saying about counting chickens 
before they are hatched! 
The subject of what is to be done with the money eventually will be of great 
interest to all parishioners, and I would hope that it will be used in such a 
way as to benefit all of the commnity, for as far into the future as can be 
managed; in other words, wisely.

the record needs to be put straight. We assume that The Deddington News, which If 
understand goes into every house in the parish, can be accepted as a satisfactory 
means of keeping the residents informed of what is going on. The Council minutes 
are posted on the Town Holl Noticebosrd monthly. 
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The first intimation that works were proposed was in the May 1987 edition, and 
there were three further references to this, culminating in a report in the 
December issue, that, provided they could use it during the week, Solar Designs 
were prepared to pay for all the work, which included the provision of a small cai 
park, as well as the apes of some of the seats, and path and pavilion ingens 
ance etc, Of course, Solar Designs could have waited until the Council hed carriec 
out and paid for the work, pone then used the car park, but they were public 
spirited enough to offer to meet the cost of all the work themselves. In the Oct 
1987 issue of The Deddington News a full report was given of the proposed works, 
but to the best of our knowledge, no written comments were received from resi- 
dents until February of this year, some four months later. The information hes 
been published but it is hardly the fault of the Council if residents do not appear 
to take note of what you print. 


Although most of the work is teking place on Council~owned land ~ the exception is 
the aree of the car park ~ the Council is fully aware that certain permissions are 
needed, especially where the Ancient Monument part of the lend is involved. We 
“had been advised that no Planning Permission was required, no action was token as 
we knew that was not so, and Miss Hill was aware of this. The present positionis 
that the Devartment of the Snvironment is still deliberating on mapplication mace 
in January, the une rsh D of the land is still being pursued, and no Planning 
applications will be mace until the owners hip question is sorted out. 
Representatives of the areata and Mnglish Heritage visited the site recently, 
and the desirability of a car park was commented upon by them. The site attracts 
visitors es a playing Piel), es an Anciemt Monument, and there is a parking prob~ 
lem in this part of the val eae, not solely due to Soler Designs, who have a car 
park already. 

It is now conjectural, in view of all the "flak" that an effort to be public- 


spirited has brought upon them, whether Solar Designs will still be mying for the 
work; if they do not, the ratepayers will have to pick up the bill. 


There is another and less savoury aspect to the tone of this correspondence, upon 
which I would like to touch, Your correspondents appear to have fairly comprehen-:

I read two letters in your last issue concerning the Castle Grounds Conservation 
Scheme, both of which contained errors of fect. Im view of this I list below the 
Simple facts in the hope that they will clarify the issue for those concerned. 


(1) John Scott, forestry enthusiast, first suggested doing conservation work 
(2.65 tree planting, path maintenance, benches and woodland management etc) about 
two years ago. 


(2) He discussed this with the Countryside Officer of Cherwell District Council 
two years ago. The officer said a grant may be obtainable from the Countryside 
Commission, but they would require the provision of a small public car park in 
keeping, both in scale and appearance, with its surroundings. Their view is that 
people travel by car and would, therefore, need somewhere to park. 


(3) John Seott produced a plan which included a small gravelled car park, new 
benches, tree planting etc. The car park meant that the rusty barbed wire fence 
and rubbish would be cleared away. 


(4) Details were published a year ago in The Deddington News, and during the 
year the Parish Council decided that they could not afford the scheme, which had 
an approximate cost of fifteen hundred pounds. 


(5) Rodney Hayward, Parish Comcillor, suggested that with our interest in the 
Castle Grounds, perhaps we would be interested in paying for the whole conserva- 
tion scheme and that we may be able to make some use of the car park. We agreed 
to this but said we would like to be able to Use some car park spaces from Monday 
to Friday. We are also agreeable for the village to use our car park as an over~ 
spill at weekends. 


I hope that the above clarifies any misunderstandings that may have arisen over 
the scheme. Solar Designs, as a pocat firm, plays a part in the local community 
and I hope our support for the CASTLE GROUNDS CONSERVATION SCHiM& continues to 
show this.

July 1838 - One of the extracts given below from the diaries of the Rev Cotton 
Risley shows the severity of the sentences meted out in those days :- 


3rd July - Went on the top of the chancel and examined the roof and found 
it not so bad as I had expected, especially as to the lead. 


9th July - Attended the Assizes at Oxford, I had 8 prisoners for trial, 5 

were convicted and 4 acquitted. 4 of them were transported for 15 years, 3 

for highway robbery on the person of Mr Hervey (?) of Deddington Mill and 
stealing from him in notes, gold and silver upwards of £200. They were young 
men from 18 ~ 21 years of age, all of Adderbury Hast. Other prisoner convicted 
of sheep stealing. Also man from Hampton stealing 2 scythes and other 
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axticles -- imprisoned and hard labour for 12 months 


j2th July ~ Charge of embezzlement against D.C. Newton, our policeman, who 
hea appropriated to his own use 240 belonging to Mrs Mervey (?) of Deddington 
Mill being part of the money stolen, He was discharged. Went to Adderbury 
road to see young Myre send a balloon un of a particular kind. 


{4th July ~- Man from Adderbury came with petition for mitigation of sentence 
of 15 years transportation on his son - was obliged from a painful sense of, 
duty to withhold my signature, the petition not having embodied in it a true 
statement of facts. hildren all have “hooping’ cough. 


16th July - Attended meeting at Town Hall to appoint new policeman, agreed 
to go to interview one of Oxford policemen. 


21st July - The Yeomanry went into quarters at Chipping Norton this evening. 


23rd July -~ Received letter re Royal Oak Beer House at Adderbury re “obtaining 
a spirit licence, answered stating would do all I could to stop licence, 


30th July - Susan agreed with our new cook for £20 per annum Wages »

All able bodied men were called up. Many did not return, Most of the men 
left worked on Robert Cartwrizht's estate They had a large timber yard, 
cutting up trees from the estate into stakes, planks and other things to put on 
the railway for the front line battle fronts. Me Joe and Tommy Humphris were 
the sawyers. Their father came out of retirement to sharpen the saws which was 
a skiiled job Two sons, Harry and Joe, joined them later. 


The village is now called Apricot Village because of the apricot trees trained 
on the cottages. They belonged to the Squire. Mr. Turner pruned them. 

Me Scott kept the Cartwright Arms. de brewed his own beer, or rather his man 
did. Me Fred Saunders did until he joined the army. He was killed at the 
Daraanelles. 


Mr Gcott rode to hounas so he looked cfter two of the hounds. During the summer 
they roamed about. Once they stole a joint of meat from our house. Mr Scott 
paid for it. The dogs cars were full of fleas. They would stand very quiet 
While we picked them off The butcher was Robert Oakey. They had a large 
family, Bob and Tom were in the army, the others helped in the business. They 
killed their own animals, buying them from the sale Yard at Aynho Station, then 
delivering the meat and bread round the villages with a horse and cart Sid 
Major was the baker until called up. He didn't come back. 


Pred Baughen was a wheelwright and carpenter, His shop was across the square 
opposite the pub. The doorway 18 now a large window. There were two shops. 
Me and Mrs Chris faton kept one, irs Taton was a nice person. She would throw 
handfuls of boiled sweets in the road for us to scramble for. ‘The other shop 
was kent by Mrs Checkley. She served the custome:s through a tiny bob hole. 
It was en off-licence. Paraffin was sold. This was delivered by Pratts in a 
two horse tanker Thc: driver carried it in five gallon measures
